S J have often, in paſſing along the ſtreets and high-ways, 
heard the Moſt Sacred NAME very profanely made uſe of, 
both by men and women, and many grievouſly calling for Damna- 
tion on themſelves and one on another, my heart has been, and is, 
deeply afflicted thereat ; and therefore I beſeech you, in the Name 
of Jesus CuRisT, do not defile your ſouls, which are dear and 
precious, by any wilful fin : and amongſt other things, do not take 
the Holy Name of Gop in vain, for the Loxp will not hold him 
or her guiltleſs that taketh his Holy Name 1n vain. 


Gop would fave you; why would any of you loſe and deſtroy 
yourſelves? Obſerve this attentively ; for notwithſtanding all what 
the LoxD has done, and is doing for us, ſuch as die in their fins, 
where he is gone, they can never come. Abſtain from drunkenneſs, 
and all exceſs, and from every appearance of evil; love one 
another, as IEsus CuRISTH hath loved you; apply yourſelves to 
the witneſs of Gop within you, which reproves you for evil; ſub- 
mit to, and obey its holy manifeſtations and diſcoveries, and it will 
do much more for you than all you can hear from any man: this 
witneſs of Gop is the Word of his Grace, even the Word of Life, 
which is able to fave your fouls. In the love of the goſpel, I in- 
vite you all to come and taſte how good and merciful the Lord 
is towards all thoſe that return to him with their whole hearts.
